Are  there  words  to  describe  the  situa- 
tion of  the  third  year  student?  She  is  in 
the  limbo  between  basic  science  and  ac- 
tual clinical  responsibility.  Her  passwords 
are  a  thorough  history  and  physical  (in- 
cluding a  rectal  exam)  and  basic  patho- 
physiology. She  is  told  she  is  a  working 
member  of  the  medical  team,  but  she  is 
the  last  to  see  the  patient,  cannot  be 
paged  for  rounds  or  discussions,  is  unable 
to  reach  the  floors  until  after  nine  o'clock 
when  all  the  procedures  are  already  done 
and  therefore  spends  what  time  she  has 
left  begging  for  some  attention  from  the 
overworked  house  staff.  Special  junior 
conferences  further  remove  her  from  the 
mainstream.  How  does  one  survive!  But 
the  thrill  of  answering  to  "Doctor",  of 
scrubbing  in  the  O.R.,  of  knowing  that 
she  is  more  than  halfway  through  and  of 
applying  the  stacks  of  lectures  to  the 
practice  of  medicine  offer  their  own  per- 
sonal rewards.  And  when  she  has  sur- 
vived the  marathon  of  exams  at  year's 
end,  she  is  nearly  home.

I  will  give  no  deadly  medicine 
to  anyone  if  asked,  nor  suggest  any  such  counsel. 

With  purity  and  holiness  I  will  pass  my  life  and  practice  my  art.  Into 
whatever  houses  I  enter,  I  will  go  into  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick, 
and  will  abstain  from  every  voluntary  act  of  mischief  and  corruption. 
Whatever  in  connection  with  my  professional  practice  or  not  in  connec- 
tion with  it,  I  see  or  hear  in  the  life  of  men  which  ought  not  to  be  spoken 
of  abroad,  I  will  not  divulge,  as  reckoning  that  all  such  should  be  kept 
secret.  While  I  continue  to  keep  this  Oath  unviolated,  may  it  be  granted 
to  me  to  enjoy  life  and  the  practice  of  the  Art  respected  by  all  men  in 
all  times!  But  should  I  trespass  and  violate  this  Oath,  may  the  reverse  be 
my  lot!
